LAND BONUS SOUGHT. 


Rqmur That GrauJ| Trunk Pacific Want 
2U.UU0 Acres Per Mile From Province.

Ou the authority of a member of the 
legislature, who is a supporter of tbe gov¬ 
ernment, It Is said that the Grand Trunk 
Puelflc is seeking from the provincial legis¬ 
lature a bonus of 20 .UU 0 acres of laud per 
mile for the road through British Columbia. 
Tbe same member expressed the opinion 
that such a proposition would never be en¬ 
tertained by the legislature. 

While It Is geueralljr believed that the 
visit of Mr. Morse, the general munager of 
the compuuy, to the Coast at this particu¬ 
lar time is In connection with arranging, If 
possible, for a bonus, yet It Is very doubtful 
If uuy burnt fide uegotlutions have yet been 
entered Into between himself and the gov¬ 
ernment. It Is further very questlouuble If 
the Grand Trunk Pacific has made an ab¬ 
solute proposal for a luud bonus of tbe pro¬ 
portions Indicated.

The Necessary Papers Signed-Formal Act of 
Ratification by Dominion Government 
Will Be Applied For. 


Interviewing Provincial Government and 
Civic Authorities - Vant to See the 
Province Represented. 


Report That Earl FltzwilHam Has Re- 
quested Capt. Hackett to Join 
Second Expedition. 


The sale of the Esquimau & Nanaimo 
railway to the C. P. K. was completed 
to-day, and upon the passage of a formal 
act of ratification by the Dominion par¬ 
liament, the transcontinental corporation 
will enter into possession of their new 
property. This morning the final re¬ 
quisite details of the actual deal were 
disposed of by B. P. Davis, K. 0„ 
representing the C. P. R., and R. T.

William R. Mackenzie, auditor of the 
Lewi* and Clark centennial exposition, 
and his brother, Dr. Kenneth A. J. Mac¬ 
kenzie, are in the city in the interests of 
the big fair which is to open at Portland 
in June. Their object is to interview the 
provincial government and civic authori¬ 
ties and associations in connection with 
the exposition. The auditor suggests 
that the cities of Victoria and Vancouver 
make a moderate grnut in order to pro¬ 
vide representation in the shape of a 
creditable exhibit, should the provincial 
government not be in a position to do 
so. 

He estimates that at least two million 
people will take in the fair, while owing 
to the large number of conventions that 
will be held in Portland daring its 
progress many representative people 
will be brought together. It is to the 
interests of this province generally, and 
the city in particular, that an effort be 
exerted to impress upon those people 
the attractions to be offered here in or¬ 
der that they may be induced to extend 
their trip north. 

Mr. Mackenzie remarked yesterday 
that preparations for the big exposition 
were being pushed forward with marked 
dispatch, and already the fair ground* 
present the appearance of a small city. 
With almost four months remaining be¬ 
fore the opening of the fair on June lfct, 
the demand for exhibit space by manu¬ 
facturers and foreign governments has 
been so great that not only is every 
square foot of the original provision con¬ 
tracted for, but much additional space as 
well. 

Some time ago it was fouud necessary 
to order an additional exposition struc¬ 
ture. which Is now being .built. The 
I new building, which bears the name 
Palace of Manufactures. Liberal Arts 
and Varied Industries, will contain 90.- 
000 square feet of exhibit space, equal¬ 
ing in size the Agricultural Palace, at 
present the largest structure on the 
grounds. 

It has now been found necessary to 
add to the space in the Palace of Ma¬ 
chinery. Electricity and Transportation, 
by adding two wings, one at each end, 
each wiug to he 100x100 feet. The build¬ 
ing as it now stands is 100 feet wide by 
500 feet long. 

Work on the exposition structures is 
progressing rapidly. Ten of them are 
now completed, and tlje others will be 
finished in a few weeks. Only exhibits 
of unusual attractiveness are now being 
accepted, special attention being paid to 
working exhibits which show the process 
of manufacture rather than the manu¬ 
factured products. 


Capt. Fred Hackett, formerly of Vic¬ 
toria, but, now of Vancouver, is reported 
to have received a cablegram from Earl 
FUzwiiliam requesting him to leave for 
England at once to join a second expedi¬ 
tion to be headed by the British noble¬ 
man, iu search of the world-famed buried 
treasure on Cocos Island. The earl, as 
has been told iu telegraphic advices, has | 
just returned from u fruitless quest for 
the countless millions of Peruvian j 
wealth, and, though disappointed, has not | 
given up hope. 

He is said to he mofb eager than ever 
on finding the secret of the mysterious 
little island, and with a view of further 
investigating has communicated with 
Capt. Hackett to accompany him on his 
second expedition. The latter, as is well 
known to Victorians, has had charge of 
a number of local expeditions to the isl¬ 
and, and he possesses information about 
the buried treasure which few others 
have. His last venture, that of the 
Blakeley, interested hundreds of resi¬ 
dents of this city, who freely bought 
stock in the enterprise. But the people 
of this city have been disappointed more 
than ouce iu speculations of the kind, 
and they are now content to see English 
aristocracy take the matter up. 

Capt. Hackett was in the city to-day. 
Seen by a Times man he denied tbe re¬ 
port gi*norally current that Earl Fitz- 
vriiUnm had communicated with him. 
*M am done wlta Cocos Island.” he said, 

‘ and I am not going to Englnud.” 

According to tbe Londou Daily News 
the earl was the most hunted man in 
England when he returned there last 
month from Cocos Island. 

The Chronicle tells of the extraordin¬ 
ary precautions taken l>y the agents, on 
behalf of the noble passenger, to prevent 
anyone going on board.

The property involved in tho transfer, 
ns already stated in the Times, involves 
the railroad from Victoria to Wellington, 
including of course the right-of-way ex¬ 
tending for a hundred feet on each side 
of the line, the necessary appurtenances, 
such ns sheds, stations,- etc., etc., and the 
steamship system, which compr i s e s the 
steamers Joan and Oty of Nanaimo, tbe 
barge Transfer and the tug Otar. both of 
| which are employed in the ferry service 
t ln»tw«»en Ladysmith and the Mainland. 
It is believed that the amount required 
to purchase these holdings aggregates in 
the neighborhood of a million and a 
quarter dollar* It is probable that the 
Canadian Pacific railway will take 
active charge.of the road about the first 
of April.

H. B. Thompson disagreed with the 
previous speaker.

Noah Shakespeare asked whether it 
was in the power of the executive to 
postpone the exhibition without fhe 
authority of the association. 

The chairman was unable to give a 
j definite reply. He did not think an. 

Continuing. Mr. Shakespeare said thaf 
j he had already put himself on record as 
; being opposed to the suggestion. None 
1 of those favoring the proposal had ad¬ 
vanced arguments of sufficient weight to 
convince him of its necessity. He con¬ 
tended flint if the show were dropped 
the interest would lag. and difficulty 
would Ik* experienced in reviving it. The 
building* were in first-class condition, 
and there was no reason why they 
should be allowed to remain vacant for 
two years. A large sum of money had 
Wen invested in their construction, and 
ought to be taken advantage of. Mr. 
Shakespeare concluded with a strong 
plea for th<* continuance of the show. 

Aid. W. .T. Ifnnnn favored a postpone¬ 
ment. agreeing with the mnjorify of the 
executive in the opinion that the fair 
could not he made successful nnder the 
circumstance*, lie, therefore, moved as 
follow*: 

That, under the circumstances, the ex¬ 
hibition this year be postponed, and New 
Westminster asked to forego their approp¬ 
riation next year In favor of Victoria, and 
that they be asked to advertise In their 
literature the rates to the Coast to apply to 
Victoria. 

D. R. Ker drew attention to the fact 
that people would be attracted to 
British Columbia by the Dominion ex¬ 
hibition. If that fair proved a failure 
the entire blame would not rest upon 
New Westminster. The onus would fall 
on the whole province. Therefore, it was 
in the interest* of Victoria to co-operate 
in bringing off a creditable Dominion ex¬ 
position. Regarding the probable finan¬ 
cial outcome of a local show if one were 
held he had no doubt that it would result 
in a loan.

Country. In this case the increase of the 
cost of smelting beyond the profitable 
point could not he followed by fli© ex¬ 
port of the ore to North port for treat- j 
uient because trnnxportation charges 
would forbid jt. The mine* would simply 
have to shut' down, and the disastrous 
effect thereof would be reflected in the 
coal mining industry and in every busi¬ 
ness throughout the province. It must 
not be forgotten that the smelters of the 
interior consume at least 122,000 tons 
of coke annually, which implies the min¬ 
ing of double that amount of coal. 

In regard to the general principle of 
legislatures interfering with and at¬ 
tempting to overset the laws which gov¬ 
ern the economic forces that have been 
iu operation, for centuries there may be 
legitimate differences of opiuion. The 
old method of les-viug employer and em¬ 
ployee t'o mutually adjust the relation¬ 
ship may he obsolete in the opinion of 
some of tho advanced legislator* of 
British Columbia. But it has some ad¬ 
vantages. It is not apt to result in tho 
arbitrary creation of a grievance where 
no real cause for complaiut exists. Th" 
improvement iu the condition of the 
worker bus been steady and continuous. 
Ho occupies u poaitiuu to-day enviable 
in comparison with that of liis fore¬ 
fathers. He has worked up t‘o it through 
his own efforts. Ho is rapidly elevating 
himself to a plane of worldly comfort 
which is tho envy of the so called 
"genteel'* classes—to which level sonic 
have already been induced to come down 
and compete with biui. 

The chief point for our legislators to 
remember is that wo cannot dissociate 
ourselves industrially from tho "coutin- 
eut to which we belong." Smelting is 
not nu industry indigenous to this 
province. It is possible to close if up 
or drive it out by ill-considered labor 
laws, and to inflict at the same time a 
grievous stroke upon the general busi- 
Lhess of the province.

There is a momentous question before 
tho Legislature. Iu the light of tlie ex¬ 
perience of British Columbia with the 
statutory enactment declaring that eight 
hours shall constitute n dny’s work in 
metalliferous mines, is it expedient at 
the present time to enter upon the doubt¬ 
ful experiment of extending tlie provis¬ 
ions at the eight* hour law to the smelt- < 
ers of the province? It will be remem¬ 
bered that the public sentiment of tlie

to the measure. And yet the result was 
a long period of contention, stagnation, 
strife and Industrial depression. We are 
only, after the lapse of some years, be¬ 
ginning t'o recover from the effects of that 
war of contending iuterests. Tho busi¬ 
ness of metalliferous mining, it is hoped 
and believed, is just beginning to exhibit 
indications of the life uud activity which 
promise to develop iuto the conditions of 
prosperity which, with the maintenance 
of reasonable relations between the two 
great interests Involved, we may with 
confidence expect to seo permanently 
established in British Columbia. Aud

Ix»t us take tlie concrete case of the 
amelt'era of tho British Columbia coast. 
Tliero are three of these, only one of | 
which is in operation at tlie present 1 
time. Tho Tyco smelter in conducting j 
its business must be influenced to a large 
exteut by the competition of the works 1 
operated at Tacoma. As far as the pro¬ 
ducts of its own mine are concerned, the 
Tyeo smelter will be entirely indepeud- 
| ent of the Tacoma concern os long as 
1 tho conditions reinn iu ns they are at pre- 
1 sent. Tlie wages paid by the Tyee 
smelter are on the average fifty cents per 
, day higher than those of its competitor, 
and the hours of lalmr are the same. The 
•r»* product* of the Tyee mine are of a 
high grade, but they cannot be taken out 
: iu sufficient quantities to keep the 
furnaces in constant o|*craUon. F«>rty 
per cent, of the ore handled is contribut- 
; ed by customers of tho company. It ia 
for this ore that the Tacoma people are 
| iu a position to compete. If a com*- 
, pnlsory eight hour law went into force 
the cost of treating that custom ore 
1 would ke increased to the Tyee smelter 
I by from twenty to thirty per cent The 
: contributory mines would not submit to 
, any such increase while there was an in¬ 
stitution at hand ready and willing to 
undertake the work at the lower figure. 
It is this feature in the situation that 
1 should cause our legislators to exercise 
groat caution and judgment and discre¬ 
tion when tlie subject of the proposed 
J eight hour law come* before them for 
j consideration.

Mr. Balfour 
Justified the government's action In Thibet, 
said It was the ministry's desire to main¬ 
tain the friendliest relation* with Afghanis¬ 
tan, and that negotiations to that end were 
proceeding satisfactorily; touched on Chin¬ 
ese labor In 8outh Africa, and repeated 
Lord Lansdowne'a pronouncement with re¬ 
gard to the future of the South African 
colonies. He also defended the sugar

Replying to 8lr Henry's assertion that the 
government was'too feeble to carry out *n 
effective policy, Mr. Balfonr *ald*,the deci¬ 
sion lay entirely with the House whether 
effectively It would carry oat the mandate 
of the people and the duties entrusted te It 
by the sovereign. 

In conclusion Premier Balfour said 81r 
Henry’s attack In some particulars, especi¬ 
ally where he attributed improper motives 
to Mr. Lee, the civil lord of the admiralty. 
In his recent East Leigh speech, was most 
unnecessary and ungenerous.

HAVE WITHDRAWN TEAMS. 

The James Bay Athletic Association has 
■withdrawn from all local leagqes. This Im¬ 
portant decision was reached at a meeting 
of tfte"managemeut committee held last > 
evening at the club rooms. It resulted

is understood, however, that tbl* rule does 
not prevent any Intermediate player from

The 
wame rule applies to Junior players, with 
oue exception.” 

After some consideration, it was agreed , 
that tne only course open was to withdraw 
from the league, a motion w;a* Introduced 
to that effect and carried . unanimously. 
Tblsjmeaus that the James Ray senior, In¬ 
termediate and Junior teams will take no 
further part lu the competition* for the 
Victoria championships. 

The basketball committee's report read as 
follows: ' 

“The protest arose by the Fernwood* 
using a player named Lorry in the league 
game played January 23rd between F. Y. 
M. A. and our Junior team, and which re¬ 
sulted In a victory for the F. Y. M. A. team, 
the score being D-5. I^orry Art* played In 
league games with tbe Fernwoods, then he 
played in a league game with the Fifth 
Regiment team against the Bays, and then 
returned and pUyed for the Fernwoods In 
the protested game above mentioned.

TUB BHINKBURN WAITING. 

The big steamship Brinkbum is still 
waiting for orders in the Royal Roads. 
She has been there for several days, a 
detention which if necessitated by an 
accident would be regarded as very seri¬ 
ous and costly. The ship, according fo 
report, was loaded at Ran Francisco with 
conTrahand for Vladivostok. Last week 
she went up to Oomox for hunker coal, 
and in the Royal Roads was to complete 
her complement of men. These were 
ready on Friday or Saturday last, so 
that the delay of the Brinkbum has 
been solely due to the tardy arrival of 
orders. If is believed, however, that the 
recent seizures of contraband steamers 
by Japanese warships have been in¬ 
directly responsible for the detention of 
the steamer, and shipping men are ask¬ 
ing now. if in view of this, the vessel 
will attempt to run fhe blockade at 
Vladivoatock.

All other placer claims Khali 
be 230 feet square. 

Claims are marked by two legal posts, 
one at each end. bearing notices. Entry- 
must be obtained withiu ten days, if the 
claim la within.ten miles of Miuing Re¬ 
corder's office. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten mile® or fraction. 

The person or company staking a claim 
must hold a free miner's certificate. 

The discoverer of a new mine Is entitled 
to a claim of 1,000 feet in length, and If the 
party consists of two, 1,000 feet altogether, 
on the output of which no royalty snail be 
charged, the rest of the party ordinary 
claims only. 

Entry fee. $10. Royalty at the rate of 
two and one-half per cent, on the value of 
the gold shipped from the Yukon Territory 
to be paid to the Comptroller 

No free miner shall receive a grant of 
more thau one mining claim ou each separ¬ 
ate river, creek or gulch, bur the same 
miner may hold any number of claims by 
purchase, and free miners may work their 
claims in partnership by filing notibe ond 
paying fee of $2. A claim may be aban¬ 
doned, and another obtained on the same 
creek, gulch or rltrer, by giving notice and 
paying a fee. 

Work must l>e done on a claim each year 
to the value of at least $200. 

A certificate that work line been done 
must be obtained each year; If not. the 
claim shall be deemed to be abandoned, and 
open to occupation and entry by a free 
miner. 

The boundaries of a claim may In* defined 
absolutely by having a sunrev made ami 
publishing notices In the Yukon Official 
Gazette. 

Petroleum.—All unappropriated Dominion 
lands In Manitoba, the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and within the Yukon Territory, are 
open to prospecting for petroleum, and the 
Minister may reserve for an individual or 
company having machinery on the land to 
be prospected an area of 1,020 acres for 
such period as he may decide, the length 
of which shall not exceed three times the 
breadth. Should the prospector discover 
oil In payjug quantities, and satisfactorily 
establish such discovery, an area uot ex¬ 
ceeding 040 acres. Including lb** oil well, 
will be sold to the prospector at the rate of 
$1 an acre, and the remainder of the tract 
reserved, namely. 1.280 acres, will be aoM 
at the rate of $8 an acre, subject to royalty 
at such rate as tuny be specified by Order 
In Council.

HOW REPORT AROSE. 

How the harkentine Ma ka well came to 1 
lose the life buoy bearing her name, j 
which was found on the Vancouver Isl- ! 
and const in November and gave rive to 
the widely circulated report that the ves¬ 
sel had been wrecked on the voyage from 
Viacouia to Mazatlnn, is a question which 
caused much speculation among shipping 
men after the staunch harkentine ar¬ 
rived safely at her destination. The ves¬ 
sel is again on the Sound. 

Capt. Nielsen, in telling of the inci¬ 
dent, says that Nels Olson, a sailor, was 
drowned in a fierce gale off Cape Flat¬ 
tery on October 31st. This explains the 
incident of the life buoy. Olson was a 
young man. 20 years of age, and shipped 
on the harkentine at Tacoma for th© 
voyage. He, with some other sailors, 
was working on a jiboom when he lost 
bis hold and fell overboard. Capt. Niel¬ 
sen himself threw to Olson the life buoy 
which was afterwards found on the Van¬ 
couver Island shore. Every effort was 
made to rescue the sailor, but he quickly 
sank from sight to a grave in the depths 
of the Pacific.
